" Recently the robbers in different provinces 
have been growing daily more violent, and anti- 
Christian cases are frequently reported. These 
cases are all reported to be the work of sede- 
tious societies, and it is demanded that they be 
unished with the utmost severity. We consider 
owever, that distinctions ought to be made 
cin these’ societies. Ofcourse reckless fellows, 
who band together and create trouble, are with- 
out excuse under our Jaw, but submissive, and 
loyal subjects who only study, Military tactics 
forthe protection of. themselves, and families, 
are different. They scek perhaps to unite the 
various villages in their districts for mutual 
protection, and this is tight. But the local au- 

*thoritie: mabe no distinction and treat them all 
as seditious subjects andare dealing with them 
iNegally, exercising no discretion as to whether 
they are wicked or good, This has excited and 
alarmed thé people. It is like trying to stop.a 
pot boiling by adding more fuel. These are 
not the people who seck to make disturbances 

and_the.trouble_is_entirelydue_to_the_mis-_| 
management of the officials," The Government 
of our dynasty is known to be. kind and gen- 
erous, and we have cherished the people for 
aver 200 years, All the people who live on 
the soil and eat its produce are grateful to us, 
and they will not become rebellious. If any 
of them become robbers it is duc to some other 
cause, some pressing necessity, but not dis- 
content against the Government. The Viceroys 
and Governors are responsible for the employ- 
ment of good officials and for the just and pro- 
per Goyernment of the’ people, they ought to 

ein sympathy with the people. When they 
have cases between the people and Chris- 
tians they should settle them without partiality, 
If ‘they won’ the confidence of the. people.
